Only Explanation of Spanish Attitude as 


Seen From Washington, Today, 


Will Center All Her Strength on Eecovery of 


Philippines. Cervera's Fleet is Located. 


No Battle Has Been Possible, 


SPAIN BEADY TO GIVE UP 


Indications are Tbat She Will Retire 


From Cuba and will Turn 


to Philippine* 


(Special Dispatch to The '.Transcript) 


Washington, May 24.—No naval battle 


has taken place yet, to the best knowl- 
edge of officials. But the Spanish fleet of 
Admiral Cervera has been located. So 
much is almost certain, although officials 
are under strict orders to give nothing 
definite. 


The fleet is probably off the coast of 


Cuba, at some point where our officials 
have already located it, and where with- 
out doubt Sampson knows it to be. The 
naval battle is confidently expected with- 
in a few days. 


The signs in Madrid, noted here today, 


seem .to warrant the supposition that 
there has been a complete change in 
Spanish plans of conducting the war. 
The indications point to a relaxation, if 
not a total abandonment of efforts to con- 
duct the campaign in Cuba. 


There is every indication that by giving 


up the fight in Cuba, there will ba possi- 
ble, according to Madrid pla 
Concen- 


tration of Spanish energy i 
i Philip- 


pines, with a view to retaining them in 
event of peace being forced upon them. 


If this is a correct interpretation of the 


Spanish attitude, Cervera will make every 
possible effort to escape Sampson's fleet 
and in'spite of short coal supply reach 
Spain without a battle.

THE ELUSIVE INVASION 


When It Hlay Occur With sTall Pro- 


gram. 


(By Associated Press.) 


"Washington, May 24.—Next week the 


administration expects to start the first 
detachment of the army for Cuba, if the 
expected victory at sea does not bring 
the Spanish government to its knees and 
make it unnecessary to send any large 
body of troops to Cuba, beyond the 
"Immunes" and the colored troops, who 
would occupy the Island through the 
rainy season. 


The program is to land t~^> arThy in 


sections. The 30 transports which have 
been secured will carry at least 25,000 
men, 
and this will be the total of the 


first section of the army. The navy de- 
partment, as soon as the Spanish fleet 
is disposed of, will afford the necessary 
convoy, and also be able to effect a land- 
ing for the troops by destroying the 
fortifications on the shore or effectually 
shelling any of the Spanish which may 
gather to oppose the landing of United 
States troops. When the first instal- 
ment has been put ashore the transports 
will return to Tampa or Mobile, and in 
the meantime the volunteer force at 
Chickamauga will have been moved 
down to the coast for embarkation. All 
arrangements have been made for land- 
ing troops on Cuban soil, but the date of 
departure and the place of landing are 
necessarily kept secret. 


i If the Spanish admiral has disap- 
peared the American commanders will 
have to rely entirely upon the informa- 
tion brought to them by their scouts, 
and they will undoubtedly pursue the 
chase, no matter where it leads them. 
If there is one thing of which the war 
board is certain it is that the Spanish 
fleet must be destroyed or driven back 
to Spain. Otherwise, the military oper- 
ations against Cuba will continue to be 
paralyzed. Not only this, but Cervera 
must be prevented from reaching Ha- 
vana. In that port he would be a^gpn- 
etant and real menace to Americstnin- 
terests. He would have to be met by a 
larpe and formidable fleet, whose at- 
tack would be attended with great dan- 
ger, as the fortifications at Havana are 
comparatively formidable, 
and 
the 


enemy is also well provided with torpedo 
boat destroyers. 


It Is proposed to call for more troops 


without regard to state quotas, and the 
pext call will probably Involve no pref- 
erence for the national guard. 
This ia 


not suggested by any experience the war 
department has had with the raising 
Of the prespnt volunteers, but 
It is 


deemed advisable on accourt of the large 
number of voung men uho have ex- 
pressed adfsire to Join the army and who 
have not hitherto been allied with the 
state troops. 
The principal reason for 


calling for additional volunteers springs 
from the fact that It is desired to main- 
tain the military force at Its- present 
strength.

NEW ATLANTIC COAST GUARD 


2300 Ken Along; Coast for Quick In- 


formation of Hostile Fleet 


Washington, May 24r—After 
several 


weeks of work along the entire stretch of 
the Atlantic and gulf coasts, the navy 
department has completed the most com- 
prehensive and 
efficient 
system 
for 


observing the approach of a hostile fleet 
that has ever been put in operation. 


A new bureau has been created for the 


purpose,known as the coast signal service. 
The system has the services of 2300 men 
stretched along the coast from Bar Har- 
bor to Galveston. 


These are divided into 34 central stations 


abont 60 to 100 miles apart along the 
coast. 
The stations are in turn con- 


nected directly by telegraph with the 
coast signal office of the nuvy department 


Secretary Long projected this plan a 


mouth ago and f 75,000 was set aside to 
establish points of observation along the 
coast. 


Arrest of a Suspect. 


Tampa, May 24.—J. Castellanos, a, 


young man who arrived from Key West 
about three weeks ago and who is regis- 
tered at a hotel as from New York, was 
arrested by order of General Shafter as 
a suspected spy. Castellanos has been 
watched for two weeks. He was plenti- 
fully supplied with money, and wrote 
as many as 100 letters a day. This, to- 
gether with the discovery that he was 
travelling under an assumed name, re- 
sulted in his arrest yesterday. The case 
will be thoroughly investigated. 


A Relief Movement. 


Philadelphia, May J4.—The national 


relief commission held a meeting yester- 
day and discussed means of caring for 
the dead and wounded in battle. It was 
decided to send an appeal throughout 
the country, and the governors of all 
the states will be communicated with as 
eoon as possible. The appeal is ad- 
dressed to the people of the United 
States and says: 


"The primary object of this organiza- 


tion is to aid the United States govern- 
ment in caring_for Its soldiers, sailors, 
marines and others who may be disabled 
by sickness or wounds and to relieve the 
families of combatants if need should 
require. To accomplish these ends w« 
call upon all Christian and all philan- 
thropic people In- tie United States, 
without respect to creed or party, to form 
auxiliary relief associations."

Cuba), Sunday afternoon, a terrific ex- 
plosion was heard from the direction of 
the shore, but apparently many miles 
away. 
There was an upheaval of water

The coffin will be placed in the center 
of the nave of Hawarden church Wed- 
nesday and lie there in state until 5 
o'clock in the afternoon, when a proces- 
sion will be formed and the bier carried 
to Brouffhton railway station, where it 
will be placed upon the train for Lon- 
don. 


The family, servants, friends, tenantry 


and local officials will walk behind the 
bier, which will be borne by relays of 
colliers, workmen on the estate, tenants 
and neighbors. The remains will arrive 
in London about midjiight. 


The ceremony will be the simplest pos- 


sible. There will be no state pageant or 
flowers; only morning dress will be 
worn, and the chief feature will be the 
representative gathering in Westminster 
abbey of all classes and institutions in 
the kingdom. The Prince of Wales and 
the Duke of York will be among the pall 
bearers.

All tbe bardshipaand unpleasant fea- 


tures of war are not monopolised by 
those who go to tho front. Of course it 
is well understood that tbe cost of war 
most bo mot by additional taxation, 
which is paid inevitably by conenraerii 
In proportion to -the amount of each 
one's consumption. There is little com- 
plaint at the prospect thus spread out 
before tbo American people at tbia 
time. Tbe patriotism of our people can 
stand that strain without a murmur. 
But when, AS is at present tbe case, tbe 
prices of many of tbe necessaries of life 
are increased enormously without any 
reason and wifcb only tbe excuse that 
there ia a war there is great and justifi- 
able dissatisfaction. One can see some 
reason for the advanced prices demanded 
by merchants for coffee, tea, rice and 
even sugar, but why flour and other 
breadstuffg and vegetables should be 
elevated SO to 40 per cent it is not easy 
to understand except on the ground that 
tbe hoggisbueasof man is at tbe bottom 
of it. The least informed person knows 
that we produce our own broadstnffa, 
that we are heavy exporters of wheat, 
and when tbe war, the only effect of 
•which is to cat down exportation and 
keep a larger supply of breadstuff's at 
home, is made an excuse for raising the 
price of flonr from $6 to $8 per barrel 
tbero is indignation naturally, and Ibe 
millers' trust is roundly denounced on 
all hands. It is the same with meat and 
potatoes, tbe former being under tbe 
absolute control of a handful of men 
with headquarters in Chicago. As to 
potatoes, tbe masters of the Produce Ex- 
change control absolutely that staple 
food product—at least in this vicinity. 
AH kinds of cuts of beef are advanced, 
the additional charge over the prices of 
a few weeks ago being 3, 4 and 6 oenta 
per pound. Potatoes are selling in this 
market for $1.80 per bushel, and tbe 
laboring classes, who btiy^in small quan- 
tities necessarily, have 'to pay at the 
rate of $2.50 per bushel. 


It IB Simply Bobbery. 


I have interviewed several retailers 


on this subject and all I have seen were 
as pronounced as their customers in de- 
nouncing the advance in meat, bread- 
stuffs and etaplo vegetables as cold 
blooded robbery. These dealers are pow- 
erless against the millers' combine, the 
beef trust and the Produce Exchange 
ring. These advanced prices are a great 
hardship to tbe poor, as they are heavi- 
est npou tbe substantial articles which 
they must have to sustain life. The 
trusts aro stuffing their already well 
filled pockets with dimes and nickels 
cruelly and unjustly wrung from the 
people under tho guise of a war neces- 
sity and aro making sure for New York 
and other cities a large sonphouse pat- 
ronage nest vrinter.

BICYCLES IN RUSSIA. 


Elder* Moat Paw Rigid Examinations and 


Go Abont Ticketed. 


The British Consular Journal says 


that bicycling is still in its infancy in 
Russia, the cold weather aqd snow pro- 
hibiting it largely, except in the sum- 
mer months. There are many very ri- 
diculous rules that are put over the head 
of the Russian cyclist that would be in- 
teresting among a collection of curious 
and somewhat usoless regulations. Not 
but what we might with advantage ap- 
ply many moro restrictions to our own 
riders. Bat the extent to which this 
sort of petty jurisdiction is carried in 
Russia must most materially injure her 
commerce and manufacture in what is 
•today an important article of the world's 
trade. 


No one may rido without first passing 


sundry examinations in tho art, and he 
must then go about ticketed before and 
behind with largo and unsightly num- 
bers certifying that he is permitted the 
use of his machine. Some time back la- 
dies were altogether prohibited riding 
about the streets of St. Petersburg, but 
this has now been canceled. In spite of 
all these conditions there seems to be a 
great opening for bicycles in Russia, for 
if the government is tardy in giving 
permits to ride the population are yet 
more tardy in buying homemade ma- 
chines, for the very ostensible reason 
that their manufacturers cannot turn 
out a good or sightly article. Probably 
if they are supplied with a good ma- 
chine and the taste grows government 
will relax in its laws and regulations to 
cyclists. 


Championship Pennant*. 


There used to be a custom in League 


councils to set aside each year $100 to 
be devoted to the purchase of a suitable 
pennant for tbe champion clnb, and the 
habit of paying this money over direct 
to tbe clnb owners, so that they could 
purchase the flag themselves, prevailed 
until a discovery was made that stopped 
tbe whole business. It seems that a cer- 
tain club had won tbe pennant two 
years in succession. After tbe first vic- 
tory the owners of the "champs" took 
$100 from tbe League and bought a en- 
perb pennant on which tbe year of the 
triumph was made to appear in large 
white numerals on a field of red. When 
tbe second championship had been won, 
another $100 was paid over by tbe 
League for another pennant, bnt this 
time economy ruled. Tbe owners of the 
"champs" took their first pennant to a 
repair shop, had the last cumber of tbe 
year raised one, eay, from 1897 to 1898, 
by substituting nu 8 for tbe original 7, 
and flung the "new" pennant to the 
breeze with great ceremony. This clever 
bit of strategy cost just $2.85, it is said, 
whereupon the owners' treasury wag 
enriched by the balance of $97.15, 
Somebody tipped tbe League off, though, 
aud now clubs have to buy their'own 
pennants.—Nefr York Sun. 


English Justice. 


According to various reports in for- 


eign papers, the constables in the rural 
districts of England do not take a man 
to the lockup when he is found without 
a lamp or caught riding too fast. They 
simply halt him politely, take his name 
and address and report the case. The 
rider is then formally summoned by the 
magistrate to appear hi court and be 
fined. If he gives a false name and ad- 
dress or fails to appear, he is hunted 
up, no matter how hard the task, and 
made to pay an extra heavy penalty in 
addition to the original light one. It is 
related by n London paper that a "bob- 
by" recently saw a careless-v^heelman 
enter a shop and leave his bicycle stand- 
ing against the fence, whereupon the 
officer locked the wheel to the iron fence 
by means of a handcuff After walking 
along a bit he returned to unlock the 
wheel when he thought it was about 
time for the rider to reapjiear.

How to Mako Bread and Zwieback—A 


Pretty Plant "For a. Window Gar- 


den—Holder For Whisk Broom. 


That there IB a much better grade of 


bread made and eaten by tbe majority 
of people nowadays than prevailed somo 
years ago is a fact that we must all ad- 
mit. 'Ae there aro reasons for all of the 
great and small facts of life, it follows 
that there mast be one for this, and it 
is readily fonnd in the improved qual- 
ity of tbe flour and quicker yeast thab 
oar grandmothers were always able to 
obcuiu. 


There aro a few points in breadinak- 


ing that many cooks do not appreciate. 
In cold weather tbo flonr should ba 
wnrmotl nnd everything connei.'tc'! tvlth 
tbe bread should bo almost aC blood 
beat. Whilo tho old fnsbioned salt or 
milk rising unquestionably makes tba 
sweetest and most. rclishable bread, 
many women wbo might do so refrain 
from making it on account of tbo length 
of time it takes to raise It. Compressed 
yens*, if strictly fresh, will raise in 
balf of tbe time. Salt rising, if made 
with potatoes, keeps fresh for a long 
time; quite long enough, in fact; for 
Any such eatable to be kept on hand. 
Bread should not be kept over four or 
five days in warm or moderate weather. 
It begins to deteriorate and scon devel- 
ops a form o* bacteria that is by no 
moans wholesome. After four days, if 
there is any bread in tho bos, it should 
bo siloed and put into tho oven and con- 
verted into zwieback. For this purpono 
a very bot oven is required. Let tho 
slices remain nntil they are t> light

CChe i~lrst Union Prisoner. 


•f he Philadelphia Record says: "Colo- 


nel William Ayres, who died a few 
weeks ago, enjoyed the distinction of 
having been the first Union Frisoner 
who was exchanged during tbo rebel- 
lion. Early in that conflict he and sev- 
eral soldiers while on a recounoiterio" 
expedition had the misfortune to be 
surprised and captured by a detachment 
of Mosby's guerrillas. The prisoners 
were sent to Libby prison, from which 
Colonel Ayres was released through the 
intervention of Simon Cameron, then 
secretary of war, and an old friend of 
his, who secured his freedom by an ox- 
change for a son of Alexander H. Ste- 
phens, the vice president of the Con- 
federacy.

A Match Over Thlrty-flTe Miles of Ordi- 


nary Knglltb Country. 


A golf match was played for a small 


wagw on April 4, 8 and 7 by Messrs. T. 
H. Oyler of the Littlestone Golf club 
and A; G. Oyler.

A start was made from the north

The 
opponents of annexation declare they 
will not agres to the revival of the ques- 
tion m any way in the senate before the 
adjournment of this session, and some 
of the Democratic opponents do not 
hesitate to say that rather than have the 
Hawaiian question reconsidered they 
will debate the war revenue bill indefi- 
nitely. 


Senator White, who has been one of 


the most persistent opponents of an- 
nexation, gave the Associated Press the 
following outline of his position on the 
question: "Before the present congress 
assembled, it was stated that the treaty 
would be pressed immediately on the 
opening of the session. This was not 
done. On the contrary, the matter was 
not called up until we were well into 
January. The debate was quite active 
for awhile; then the subject was dropped 
because the friends of the treaty were 
short of votes, and has not since been 
revived in the senate. If any attempt Is 
made, now that the time for adjourn- 
ment ought to be near, to reagitate an- 
nexation under the resolution theory, 
the result cannot be favorable to an 
early disposition of the important legis- 
lation pending in congress, but will keep 
congress in session all summer. The 
power to admit a territory or depen- 
dency by resolution is doubtful. Texas 
came in by resolution, but was admitted 
at. a state under a provision of the con- 
stitution expressly giving congress the 
right to admit new states. This and 
many mrjse equally cogent arguments 
will be elaborated whenever this inter- 
esting matter shall be publicly debated. 
The sensible thing to do is to suspend 
further proceedings on the subject of 
annexation until the war with Spain is 
over and we face the new problems re- 
sulting from our success at arms."

Why should we 
not Issue flat money and call it such?" 
Mr. Aldrich said that in accordance with 
the express terms of the law, the gov- 
ernment stood pledged to hold this so- 
called seigniorage in the treasury as 
security for the outstanding'certificates!, 
and it could not properly be touched un- 
til those certificates had been taken care 
of. 


"That is all a gratuity," replied Mr. 


Chilton. "The senator mutt know-there 
Is nothing of the sort he suggests in the 
law. 
We knotf precisely how much 


silver it will require to coin a specified 
sum in dollars. Why then should we not 
utilize this silver at once? Why should 
we wait until It is actually coined, when 
It can be used now to relieve our people 
from the burdens of taxation? There Is 
no reason in law, In reason, in justice or 
In good faith why certificates should not 
be issued against thl« sflver bullion al- 
ready paid for and to bead." ,Mr. Chil- 
ton declared that the very prospect of 
the issue of bonds at an early date had 
caused the withholding of uppre oapl- 
tal from the Industries of the country, 
capitalists preferring to place their 
money in a long time loan to the gov- 
ernment. Mr. Chilton aaid the people, 
the plain people, would rebel against 
bonds unless the Issue was absolutely 
necessary. 


Mr. Lodge felt that If the corporations 


were taxed by both the state and the 
national government It would result in 
shutting many of them out of business.

time and although the management used 
every effort to avoid the necessity, it was 
at last found to be unavoidable. The nillli 
have been ran at a loss in wages for the 
last three or four mouths, the manage- 
ment say*, in the hope that if the market 
brightened wages might be kept up. But 
there seemed to be no hope of this at 
present and so the redaction was made 
necessary. 
" 
Tire-Berkshire mills are the last manu- 


facturie* of strictly flue grade straight 
cotton goods to reduce wages in this way. 
They are the strongest, financially, of any 
of their grade in New England, and if 
any could go through the present depres- 
sion in the cotton market, the Berkshire! 
could. They were almost the only mills. 


to run continuously through the hard 
limes of the past few years. 


The reduction is largely the result of 


the general depression in the cotton trade 
but is undoubtedly hastened somewhat 
by the war. When asked this afternoon 
in regard to prospects for the fntnre, Mr 
Plunkett expressed the hope that in case 
the war was short and conditions favor- 
able at its close, the present wages might 
be restored.

Best Tor Sfrerj Distance.

Paul Ncuman, "the doable overarm 
side stroke, sometimes called trudgeon, 
is without doubt tho best stroke for 
every distance. The American 100 yard 
champion svrimmor, T. Rancor of the 
Lurline Swimming dab of San Francis- 
co, usea this to great advantage. His 
body is more oat of the water than I 
have ever seen before. I think that in a 
long distance race it is better to keep 
the body more in the water. D. M. 
Beoder of the New York Athletic club, 
320 yard champion and the most prom- 
ising candidate for the 100 yard, is the 
only champion who uses the side stroke, 
bat I think that he would do better if 
he adopted a change. 


"William Keuss of the Knickerbocker 


Athletib club and B. O. Schaeffer of the 
University of Pennsylvania, two com- 
ing champions, and Fred A. Wenck of 
the New York Athletic club, an old 
timer, use this stroke to great advan- 
tage, and I find the stroke very suitable 
for myself also. The trudgeon stroke 
has this great advantage, that one can 
see ^11 his competitors.

GALTEE MORE'S PRICE. 


Bnislsn Government Paid 8125,000 For 


the Celebrated Irisb Bred Race Horse. 
It is asserted in London that the Rus- 


sian government has purchased the cele- 
brated Irish bred race horse Gal tee More 
for £35,000 (fl36,000). 


Galtee More was bred by John Gub- 


bins, a well known Irish sportsman,' 
who inherited nearly a million sterling 
from an uncle who had accumulated a 
vast fortune in a Cork distillery. The 
animal was the first 'Irish horse to win 
the English Derby and is one of the 
seven horses that have won the so call- 
ed triple classic crown of the English 
turf—viz, the Two Thousand Guineas 
at Newmarket, the Epsom Derby and 
•the Doncaster St. Leger. He is regarded 
by competent judges as one of the best 
horses of the century. Last autumn it 
was reported that the Hungarian gov- 
ernment had purchased the animal for 
£20,000, but this was erroneous. Mr. 
Gnbbins intimated at the time that he 
had no intention of parting with the 
horse on any terms. Galtee More made 
his first 2-year-old appearance in 1896 
at the Stockbridge races.—New York 
Tribune.

One of the woman artist's 
favorite occupations was to watch the 
stately ships as they steamed up and 
down the bay. 
She loved a ship as her brother. They 


were real, living things to her, not 
senseless hulks of wood and steel, de- 
pendent for their usefulness upon the 
intelligence of some one else. She could 
sketch ships and anything marine, as 
the studio girls expressed it, "out of 
sight." 
About a year ago circumstances com- 


pelled her to remove to Boston, where 
she opened another studio. There =3he 
has been doing work of a miscellaneous 
character, sometimes despondent as to 
whether success would ever really come 
her way. In the intervals of more seri- 
ous work she drew ships. 


Something suggested the making of a 


sketch of the Maine, then anchored in 
Havana harbor. She had seen the ves- 
sel when in New York and had an ex- 
cellent rough drawing of it among her 
possessions. With this to work from 
she made an elaborate pen and ink 
sketch. 
One morning, like every other Ameri- 


can, she was horrified by the news that 
the Maine had been blown up in the 
very shadow of Morro Castle and sup- 
posedly by Spanish treachery. She at 
once thought of her drawing, and has- 
tily snatching it up she started for the 
office of a Boston daily. Her drawing 
was not only excellent as to technique, 
but had a certain spirit and general at- 
tractiveness that pleased the editorial 
eye. Moreover, it was timely, and the 
unusualness of a woman understanding 
things nautical very likely amused and 
Interested the buyer. 


The woman who liked to make pic- 


tures of ships had found her opportu- 
nity, nnc! sh" kr1""^ how to tnlf n^^'nti- 
tage of it. That first week she cleared 
$100 making pictures of warships, and 
she has gone right along turning out 
war pictures and counterfeit present- 
ments of fighting- vessels with a skill 
and finish that have served to establish 
for ber a place as an illustrator and in 
a line, too, of which women are not sup- 
posed' to know much.

Bridge," the "Battle of Ivry" and such 
heroic lyrics. The stories concerning 
Florence Nightingale, Molly Pitcher and 
Clara Barton can command a latger 
feminine following any day than those 
written by Laura Jean Libbey, Sarah 
Grand, Mrs. Rorer or any of the dis- 
tinguished ladies who have followed in 
sweetly feminine ways. 


Military companies composed of wo- 


men are, to be sure, rather a novelty. 
One was organized some years ago in 
Pittsburg as an auxiliary to one of the 
local regiments, and the young ladies 
were said to display much aptitude in 
mastering military tactics. Ther.e was 
at one time,, at least so says a loyal 
Georgian, a woman's military company 
in Atlanta, and the Georgian says if 
that brigade had gone Into active serv- 
ice there would probably be as many 
sonnets written about its beauty as 
about its bravery.

Reading, Pa., at present has a mili- 
tary band which has its shirt waists, 
chewing gum and toothbrushes all neat- 
ly packed away in the company's love- 
ly, shining leather knapsacks ready for 
a call to arms.

pany, and astute diplomats have sug- 
gested that the reason the company 
will not be sent to Cuba is because 
there would not be a whole heart in the 
American army after the woman's bri- 
gade had been 24 hours in camp. The 
damage that they would do to the sus- 
ceptible hearts "of the Spaniards is be- 
yond computation, and to send these 
beautiful Spaniard hating damsels to 
the front might come within the pro- 
scribed limits of inhuman warfare. Ev- 
ery woman in the Reading company has 
solemnly sworn that the aversion which 


she feels for a snake, a toad, a cow or a 
mouse is but a pale, feeble, wavering 
shadow of the undying enmity with 
which the word "Spaniard" inspires her. 


The company uniform consists of 


white waists, blue jackets and red 
skirts. 
The soldier maids have been 


| drilled with real rifles, and very few of 
| the recruits now shut their eyes when 
they fire a volley. Their drillmaster Is 
Colonel Case of the Fourth regiment. 
While they do not claim to be able to 
throw a rock straight, yet there is no 
question that, given a fair range at a 
regiment of Spaniards, they could do 
severe execution. None of the young 
women is over 25 years of age, and most 
of them are nearer 20. Mrs. Howard 
M. Shilling is the captain of this gal- 
lant and lovely band of patriotic ama- 
zons. 


Not to be outdone by the Reading 


women, the ladies of Chadron, Neb., 
have organized a cavalry company and 
tendered to Governor Holcomb their 
services as sharpshooters in the regu- 
lar army. The cavalry ladies are said 
to be daring horsewomen and dead 
shots, and all are sworn to shoot a 
Spaniard on sight. 


Mrs. Marguerite Raymond of Chicago, 


a teacher of voice culture, has the dis- 
tinction of so far being the only wo- 
man who has offered her services as a 
music maker. Mrs. Raymond has been 
assigned as bugler to Company H of 
the Second regiment, Nebraska national 
guard. She is the only woman bugler 
in the service and is said to be quite as 
expert with the revolver as with the 
bugle. In thus discovering a new voca- 
tion for women in military service Mrs. 
Raymond is conferring an inestimable1 
benefit on those theatrical ladies who 
look on the war as affording a rich field 
for press agenting purposes. 


The woman bugler may prove a pic- 


turesque feature in amazonian war- 
fare. No one in the army has a more 
exacting or dangerous post than the 
regimental trumpeter, or bugler, as he 
is called in the navy. He, or In this case 
she, 
it is who leads the company in 


battle, often carrying the regimental 
colors besides sounding the advance and 
retreat. Many of the most heroic sto- 
ries of warfare are told of trumpeters. 
Times out of number an intrepid bugler, 
snatching up the shot riddled colors 
and dashing forward with them into the 
very teeth of the enemy's guns or reck- 
lessly leaping upon the ramparts of a 
hostile fortress, has there planted the 
country's flag and thereby given the 
timely inspiration which has urged bat- 
talions on to glorious victory. 
Every 


one knows the little story of Napoleon's 
bugler, whom he never forgot even amid 
the memory erasing solitude and in- 
activity of St. Helena. 


"Had I an army of such as he," the 


captive would say, "I could dare the 
combined armies of Europe to battle." 


Napoleon, it seems, had heard of the 


skill of the young bugler, and after a 
battle, calling the young man before 


him, asked for some specimens of the 
musician's ability. 
After asking for 


"Taps," the "Reveille" and the "Ad- 
vance" Napoleon said: 


"Now sound the 'Retreat.' " 
"Sire,"replied theyoung bugler pioud- 


ly, drawing his figure to its full neight, 
"that is something which I have never 
learned." 


While in camp the bugler's work 


is restricted to sounding the different 
calls. In battle he is stationed r.ear tha 
commanding 
officer, 
and 
his shrill, 


sweet notes waft the orders over the 
field, where in the noise and excitement 
of conflict the human voice would be in- 
audible. A bugler's pay in cash is $!„ a 
month, three suits of clothes a year an 1 
his board ar. the expense of the guvorn- 
ment, but thp revenue in poetry, statu- 
ary and undying fame is what thu a\ - 
erage woman is looking for at this 
stage of the game. Filthy lucre is not 
likely to be much of a consideration 
with such of the supposed gentler sex 
as are willing to undergo the hardships 
and privations of camp life. 


In every other war in which America 


has been involved many women, fa'ling 
to obtain recognition of the gov?rn- 
ment, have slipped into the service c'ad 
in male attire. There is no doubt that 
many were never detected, but others, 
after a record for fighting which enti- 
tled them to commendation and some- 
times even to promotion, were quietly 
dismissed from their regiments and sent 
home. And these were not bold, brazen 
women, hardened to human suffering. 
Many of them were warm hearted crea- 
tures, inspired perhaps by the wish to 
be near and watch over some one whom 
they loved, or else they were actuated 
by devotion to the cause. In the Cuban 
army at the present time are said to be 
many fair fighters, who find it safer to 
follow the fortunes of the camp than 
risk the savagery of the Spanish.

Colonel Moulton has 
so far said nothing in opposition to his 
wife's plan, and the men of the regi- 
ment are delighted with the idea and 
swear that no harm shall come to tha 
camp angel so long as there is an in- 
dividual left in the regiment able to 
grasp a sword or aim a rifle.

circumstances come to -worst with our 
soldiers there is no fioubt that, like 
Molly Pitcher of glorious memory, the 
camp angel will be ready to face tha 
enemy from behind a gun rather than 
that Old Glory should become the ene- 
my's trophy, for the American woman ia 
a born fighter. With all the odds against 
her she has fought her way into every 
other occupation. Even if she does 
want to shoulder a knapsack and rnus- 
ket in defense of her country it isn't 
because she doubts the grit and mar- 
tial talent of the American man. It ia 
because she admires him so much that 
she wants to imitate his gallant ex- 
ample even upon the battlefield. Sha 
wishes to be in the thick of the fight, to 
share his dangers as well as his joys 
and sorrows, and, if any one challenges 
the womanliness of her ambition, in 
"The Romaunt of the Page" Mrs. 
Browning has pleaded her case so well 
that there is no need of other defense,.
